YOUR HEALTH 


Ky HERMAN N. BUNDESEN. M.D. 
SWOLLEN GLANDS Li the neck are 


often a cause of alarm to people who 
think they may be a sign of the mumps. 


But on examination, a physician often 


finds that the person has -«hat is called 
glandular fever. This condition is known 
as infectious mononucleosis and is more 
prevelant than previously thought. 


This is a common infectious disease 


that occurs usually in younR adults and 
children. One of my own youngsters had 
it not so long ago. 


The exact cause is not as yet known; 


however, it is believed to be"caused by 
a vims, and only too often it resembles 
a number of other diseases. 


In my own youngster, it started in 


less than a week after exposure to the 
infection in a playmate. However, it may 
take a month in some cases before the 
person really feels ill. 


Usually, the disease starts with a 


high fever—from 101 to KM decrees— 
which may last for as long as a week or 
two. The person often complains of head- 
ache and chills and may sweat and feel 
dizzy when he has the fever. 


When this disease occurs in epidemic.*, 


and it often does, a number of the pa- 
tients may not have any fever at all. 


Usually the lymph glands become en- 


larged early in the disease, The'Rlands 
in the neck are most often affected. 


In most cases, this enlargement he-
